PREPARING TO LEAVE 


Dupuy De Lome Packing Up. Gov= 


ernment Officially Notified of 


His Withdrawal. 


Washington, Feb. 11.—Formal notifica- 


tion to this government by Spain that De 
Lome has ceased to represent the country 
as minister was made to the state depart- 
ment this noon be Senior Don Juan Du 
Bosc, first secretary of the legation, who 
will be in charge of Spanish affairs until 
the arrival of De Lome's successor. The 
notification was purely informal. 


The retiring minister is actively en- 


gaged in preparing bis personal effects 
for shipment, and in leave taking of his 
friends. Some of his chattels were sent 
to New York yesterday. He will leave 
the country early next week on a French 
liner for Havre, and then direct to Mad- 
rid. His connection with the government 
has entirely ceased and he is a private 
citizen. 


Mr. de Ixjme offers no apology, no de- 


fense. His only word had been that the 
translation of his criticism was "un- 
necessarily harsh." 


It transpires that the publication of 


De Lome's letter was not "news" to the 
state department. It had been apprised 
of the insult days ago. Horatio L. 
Rubens, attorney of the Cuban junta, 
took the letter to Judge Day, assistant 
secretary of state. Its authenticity was 
made sure, and then Assistant Secretary 
Adee sent a note to De Lome, asking him 
to call and offer any explanation, in 
writing, he considered proper. Getting 
no response, Judge Day called in person 
at the Spanish legation, and the offend- 
ing Spaniai-d admitted to him, without 
apology or explanation, that he wrote 
the letter. 


Under the peculiar circumstances, the 


ceremony attending the departure of the 
Spanish 
minister is attended with 


much doubt. It is usual when a foreign 
representative leaves the country for 
him to be received in formal audience 
at the White House, when an exchtftge 
of well-wishes takes place between him 
and the president. It is hardly expected 
that this formality will be observed in 
the present case, owing to the personal 
aspects of the incident In cases that 
approach this in most respects, the min- 
ister has usually allowed ^lis letters of 
recall to be presented by his successor. 
Muruaga, who was De Lome's prede- 
cessor, left Washington suddenly on 
leave of absence, shortly after the ap- 
pearance in a newspaper of an interview 
in which he criticised our government. 
He did not return to Washington, but 
De Lome appeared with the letters of 
recall of his predecessor and letters ac- 
crediting himseff as his successor. So 
that there is a precedent for a failure on 
the part of the retiring minister to take 
formal leave of our officials. 


Events in connection with the min- 


ister's letter have 
been transpiring 


rapidly within the past few hours, and 
all the attending circumstances have 
been developed. On Tuesday night the 
minister first received private informa- 
tion that the letter was in the hands 
or the Cuban junta and was about to 
be made public. 
The information was 


meagre and, not knowing exactly what 
was referred to, and believing that the 
story was an exaggeration from Cuban 
sources, he characterized the report as 
ridiculous. 
At no time, however, did ha 


deny the authenticity of the letter to 
Canalejas. Later, when fully acquaint- 
ed with the facts, he cabled the Spanish 
government fully, stating that the letter 
was about to be published, and that in 
his judgment the effect would be to 
end his usefulness as the representative 
of Spain in Washington. 
This was 


Tuesday night, before the publication 
had appeared. 
In effect, it was a 


tender of resignation, although coupled

Madrid, Feb. 11.—Premier Sagasta and 
other members of the cabinet state 
publicly that the De Lome incident will 
not affect the relations between Spain 
and the United States, and that a new 
envoy, competent to conduct the com- 
me~ .j.1 negotiations, will be selected. 


The Correspondence says: "The gov-

niiDardonable and outfaeeous affront to 
this country and Its chief executive. 
The summary recall of de -Lome would 
hav£, implied disgrace and odium for 
that individual and a desire to acquiesce 
in tile just demands of thfs govc Timent. 
As matters stand now, de Lome has 
scored something of a triumph, and the 
Sagasta ministry says in effect, 'Per- 
haps our minister has not been so very 
f^«tscreet after all.'

Operatives Suffer a Forfeiture of Half For 


Bad Work. 


Boston, Fef. 11.—Thursday the com- 


rmttefe on.labor continued its hearing at 
the stat» house on the bill making it 
compulsory on the part of overseers to 
give notice in writing of the deduction 
of wages imposed for imperfect work; 
The biH also prohibits, the fining of 
weavers. 


The first witness called was Nathaniel 


B. Kerr., superintendent of the Okrinnell 
mill (ft New-Bedford, employing from 
450 to 500 weavers, one-half of w&om are 
women. Mr. Kerr explained the "grad- 
ing system" followed in his mill under 
the weavers' partiBBlars bill. Everyone 
of the weavers knew several days- before 
he received his.pay, just what the de- 
duction for imperfect weaving was to 
be. 


Mr. K^rr thought from 10 to 15 percent 


of the weavers in his mill were sub- 
ject to dednction for imperfect work. 
It was very rarely that a weaver left 
the mill on account of having deduc- 
tions from his wages. 


There was always a record kept of the 


deduction matle, a-nd to this record the 
operatives always had access. In cases 
of dispute the. cloth was saved as evi- 
dence. 


On cross examination by Mrs. Valesh, 


who is conducting- the case for the peti- 
tioners, Mr. Kerr said: 


"We always send the defective piece 


of goods that must be classed as seconds 
to the weaver." 


"And if the weaver refuses to agree 


what happens then?" was asked. ' 


"He usually gets through," said Mr. 


Kerr. 


The superintendent said that when the 


deduction was made it was not less than 
50 percent. 
There were two grades 


posted, and for the first grade the mill 
paid perhaps $1 for 60 yards, and for 
"seconds" 50 cents for the first amount. 


"I want to call the attention of the 


committee to the fact that the deduction 
must be at least 50 percent," said Mrs. 
Valesh. 


W. A. South worth of the Massachu- 


eStts mills of Lowell displayed a bill of 
sale in refutation of the statement by 
certain of the petitioners that there was 
not such a thing as a second quality of 
cloth. On this bill of sale the word 
"seconds" appeared, a reduced price 
being offered for a certain amount of 
this quality to be carried by p. very much 
larger amount of goods of first quality. 
To compel a written notice, he thought, 
would be an unnecessary imposition on 
the; manufacturers. He stated that un- 
der the present system every weaver 
knew of the mistakes as soon as they 
were made in a general notification 
posted in the mill. He stated, also, that 
oftentimes the weaver would not bother 
to look at the imperfect cloth, and he 
assumed from this that the 
weaver 


knew the piece was imperfect when it 
went from the loom. 


Lines of Questioning. 


Boston, Feb. 11.—Some of the lines of 


questioning that will be followed by the 
committee on labor In its investigation 
of the causes of the textile workers' 
strike have been decided on. Among 
theni are, the effect of the Dingley tariff 
on the cotton industry; the effect of 
southern mills on New England selling 
prices; how Massachusetts wages com- 
pare with those of other states; amount 
of dividends and profits of the corpor- 
ations; hours of labor here and in other 
states; effect of improved machinery;

The Tauntcm Strike. 


Taunton. Mass., Feb. 11.—The Whit-

YORK, Feb. 11.— [Special.]— If 


Ilobert Bonner, who is sticking by Dr. 
Johu Hall In tho current Fifth Avenue 
Presbyterian church upheaval, were 80 
years younger, it would be fairly safe to 
bnt on the minister and the ox-publisher 
coming out on top, no matter how numer- 
ous and powerful the opposition. 


As It is, it would hardly be wise to bet 


on either side. Mr. Bonnor's famous te- 
nacity of purpose has not diminished in tha 
least, but at nearly 74 the old time vitality 
by which he was so many times enabled 
to carry everything before him has boen 
sadly drained by the ravages of advancing 
age. 


Boniier and Dr. Samuel Hall. 


Bonner'e early friendship for Dr. John 


Hall and the part the publisher took in 
bringing abciuc tho minister's acceptance 
of tho call to the Fifth Avenue pulpit have 
received much attention within the past 
week or two. But it seems to have beon 
forgotten that Bonner has in his lifetime 
had more than one friend of tho name of 
Hall. Dr. Samuel Hall, a physioian, cous- 
in of Dr. John Hall, was one of Bonner's 
closest intimates forty odd years ago and 
besides acted invariably as conservator of 
his personal health. It was a prescription 
of this medical Dr. Hall that brought 
Bonner's passionate love for horses into 
being. 


This prescription was given in 1856, 


whan Bonner was at the very height of Ws 
activities in building up the Now York 
Ledger. Ho was the first periodical pub- 
lisher to make extensive use of the daily 
press as an advertising medium and was 
spending what were considered fabulous 
sums in that direction. Of course he got 
up all the copy for his advertisements him- 
self, and the work thus entailed, in addi- 
tion to his labors as editor of the paper, 
was rapidly breaking him down. Dr. 
Hall, being consulted, advised horseback 
riding, and Bonner got a saddle mare and 
tried tho prescription. This form of exer- 
cise proved too violent, however, and Dr. 
Hall then advised driving. 
So Bonner 


bought a top buggy, broke his saddle more 
to go between the shafts and drove. He 
liked it, but the pace seemed slow, and he 
soon purchased a decidedly speedy pair of 
roadsters, thus beginning his career as 
America's chief patron of the trotting 
horse. 


'Would Have Things His Way. 


In those old days Robert Bonner was In 


the habit of having things to please him 
at whatever cost even when the matter in 
dispute was comparatively trivial and he 
know ho was wrong. It was not long after 
the acquisition of his first fast team that 
ho one day went into the pressroom where 
The Ledger was printed and took occasion 
to criticise the work of one of the ma 
chines. 


"Tho big cut in the middle of the first 


page," said the publisher to the foreman, 
"shows up too black, and I want it light- 
ened." 


Now, 
the pressroom did not belong to 


Bonner, but to a firm of contracting print 
ers. The foreman, who was their employee 
and not Bonner's, bad "be«n instructed to 
take orders from no one but them, and 
this order had been specially emphasized 
that very morning. 


"Won't you speak to my bosses about it 


first?" queried the foreman^ in response to 
Bonner's1 direction. 
'' 


"Speak to the boss?" snapped out Ban- 


ner. "I'm your boss while The Ledger is 
being printed, and no mistake about it. If 
I were to tell you to run that out block 
bottom side up, so that it would print no 
picture at all. but a square mass of black 
instead, you'd do as I told you." 


"I hardly think I should," the pressman 


protested. 


"^\ell, we'll see about that," rejoined 


Bonner, now thoroughly hot under the 
collar. "I want just that thing done, and 
you refuse at your peril." 


Tbe foreman took a good look at Bon* 


ner's face, saw that he meant business and 
concluded it would be better to run counter 
to the general orders of his employers than 
Bonner's special orders. So the press was 
stopped long enough to make the required 
change and started again while Bonner 
looked on. 


"That's right," declared Bonner. "Bun 


it that way until I order it changed back." 


Then he walked out. Of course it was 


his intention to send an order for tho 
change by messenger as soon as he got to 
his office, but important matters were 
pressing there, and he forgot all about it. 
Meanwhile the press was working steadily 
away, rolley-ke-thump-te-bang, and at ev- 
ery revolution a sheet was being spoiled. 
This went on hour after hour, but the 
foreman dared to make no change, though 
he knew trouble was surely ahead. 


Just before going home at the close of 


| his day's work Bonner bethought him 
'that he ought to visit the pressroom. 
He 


felt it in his bones that something was go- 
ing wrong there, though for tho life of 
him he couldn't think what it could be. 
He remembered all right, however, when 
ho saw tho great pile of sheets with the 
square of black in the center. 
Of course 


there was a great to do for awhile, but 
Bonner finally saw that he nlone was to 
blame and cheerfully paid the bill for over- 
time made necessary in getting the edition 
out in season. 


How Beeoher Helped Him. 


Mr. Bonner is in full accord with those 


beliefs of Dr. John. Dall which tho moro 
"progressive" members of the Fifth Ave- 
nue Presbyterian church session and con- 
gregation term old fashioned, holding the 
noctrines of Scripture inerrancy, predes- 
tination and election with the firmest sort 
of grip. 
Yet as a publisher Bonner was 


altogether the most progressive of his time, 
and his orthodox religious views did not 
Interfere in the least with the strong 
friendship that grew Tip between him and 
the Rov. Henry Ward Beecher. 


Bonner has often said that The Ledger 


owed a great deal to the productions of 
Mr. Beecher's pen, and so doubtless it did, 
but nothing that Beecher ever wrote gave 
his rapid driving publishing friend greater 
delight than a short editorial published, 
perhaps in The Ledger and perhaps else- 
where, under tho caption "Is Fast Driving 
Fast?" 


Of course the preacher writer sought to 


convoy the idea that tbo proper answer 
was a negative one, nnd Bonner, Who had 
been severely censured because he, profess- 
ing to be a good Presbyteriap, should be 
EO much addicted to speedy horseflesh, has 
often said to his friends that public opin- 
ion with regard to his favorite amusement 
wag undoubtedly crcatly changed by that 
irticle.

MAttRIAGE IN MASSACHUSETTS'. 


The publication of the vital statistics of 


Massachusetts is, like that of other states" 
usually a year or two lata. Nothing 
fresh and tamely is expected in the stat- 
istical line. Time is not an essential ele- 
ment with vital statistics. The report 
closes with the year 1895. A summary Of 
all the facts gathered by the bureau from 
1856, or 40 consecutive years, is given in 
the latest report. 


In .that 40 years' time 630,680 marriage3 


were recorded in this state, 1,780,872 
births, 1,317,453 deaths, and 56,005 still 
births. The 40 years of statistics there" 
fore include the vital history of these 1,- 
750,872 persons, as well as that of the then 
existing population. When the compila- 
tion began, Massachusetts had not much 
over 1,000,000 population; it had accord- 
ing to the last census, 2,238,943.

from hydrophobia in the state from 184^ 
down to the close of 1895 is 117. In 27 o 
these years no deaths were reported from 
this cause. In most of the other yeara the 
number ranged from one to three; the 
greatest number in any one year was 17. 
Males were more exposed to mad dogs, as 
is shown by the number of deaths, 9^ 
males to 21 females; 52 of the victims, or 
more than one-half, were children below 
the age of 15. The epidemic of hydro- 
phobia is nofcso prevalent in summer as is 
believed, for of afl the deaths recorded 
but 31 occurred In the Summer months. 


There is little of value in such sta- 


tistics, but in the figures relating to 
typhoid fever there is much that is in- 
structive. 
It has long been known that 


in towns and villages supplied from 
wells the water soon becomes contam- 
inated, and typhoid fever results. The 
Massachusetts reports show this with 
much, clearness. In 1856 toe population 
of this state supplied with public water 
Is figured at 24.56 per cent of the whole- 
The deaths from typhoid fever in that 
year were 92.9 to each 100,000 of popula- 
tion. In 1S95 tb.9 extension of public 
water works supplied 86.07 per cent of the 
people of the Dtate, 
The number of 


deaths from typhoid fever in the latter 
year had fallen to 36.4 per 100,000 of 
population. 


The marriage Question is always inter- 


esting. The report—dividing up the 40 
years of observation into two periods of 
20 years each—shows that in the first 
period, 1856-75, the mean aa:e for men t° 
marry was 28.85; for women it was 24.92 
years. In the second period, 1876-95, the 
wedding day was put off, until the mean 
age for men had become 29 yeara and for 
women 25.41. 


In the same line of domestic statistics, 


we find that the average number of child- 
ren per marriage, which was 2.8 for the 
first period, had increased to 3.4 in the 
second.

It is an unfortunate fact, yet a fact 


aone the less, that a largo proportion of 
mankind are what is termed color 
blind and a still larger proportion do 
pot understand color. That is, they may 
be able to distinguish one color from 
another, but they are entirely ignorant 
t>f the art of arranging and adapting 
the various tones in order to get a de- 
sired effect. To a certain extent this can 
be learned by constant association with 
colors, very careful observation and a 
little experimenting with them. 


Before deciding upon any particular 


scheme of color for a room it is wise to 
consider the surroundings and their 
style, as, for instance, heavy oak furni- 
ture must not have a background of 
weak coloring, while lightly made de- 
signs, such as Sheraton and the various 
French styles, would look absurd among 
heavy shades. Appropriateness must 
ever be the keynote. In the hall, which 
often has to rely principally upon the 
coloring, the warm tones of red, golden 
brown, dark blue and copper are all 
very suitable, being what is called good 
furnishing colors, and these again look 
well in the dining room, where green 
and plum color may also be added to 
their number. Terra cotta is also a good 
color, as it stands well in addition to 
being both warm looking and bright. 


The library requires subdued color- 


ing, but not so much so as to be gloomy. 
Brown, gold, royal blue and sage green 
are all appropriate, and, again, cedar 
wood color can be used with most satis- 
factory result. 


In the drawing room the lighter and 


more dehcato tones of coloring can be 
introduced, and greater variety is per- 
mfssible, although as a general rule it 
is preferable to keep to the different 
shades of one color rather than use con- 
trasts, as the harmony is more restful 
to the eye. Eose color, pink, yellow, 
pale green and blue can be used effect- 
ively and certain shades of sage green if 
the room has a sunny aspect, but too 
much green is liable to be depressing 
and should always be relieved by a 
touch o± brighter color. 


For 
bedrooms the colors must he 


cheerful, such as cream, yellow, pink, 
blue and fa-nn, aud all colors should be 
seen by artificial light as well as by 
sunlight before being finally decided 
upon, the difference in their effect be- 
ing hardly credible. Some of them very 
readily catch reflections and have a to- 
tally different effect from the one in- 
tended, and all these things are to be 
considered in the manipulation of col- 
ors. 


Valentine Cake. 


The ingredients required are 2 pounds 


of butter, 2 pounds of flour, a pound 
of castor sugar, half a pound of sweet 
almonds, the same quantity of dried 
cherries and candied citron, the yolks 
of 6 eggs and the whites o"f 8 and a 
little orange flower water. 
Beat the 


butter to a cream, sifting in the castor 
sugar, add then the yolks of the eggs 
thoroughly beaten with the orange 
flower water, dredge in half the flour, 
then put iu the cherries, each cut in 
half, together with the citron and alm- 
onds finely chopped. 
Beat up the 


whites of the eggs to a very stiff froth 
and add to the mixture, dredge in the 
rest of the flour and beat well for 15 
minutes. 
Then procure a heart shaped 


mold, grease and line also with thick 
buttered paper, pour in the cake mix- 
ture and bake in a moderate oven for an 
hour and a half. 
When done, allow to 


stand for 30 minutes, placing it upon a 
sieve, and when quite cold ice the top 
thickly with a good almond icing, with 
dried cherries set all round the edge. 
Let this set, and then ornament the top 
with small tugar Cnpids and dove's, 
which can he purchased at any good 
confectioner's.

FIERCE COMKEBCIiL OPPOSITION. 


of Southern Cotton Hllli Dne 


to Condition! Which Prevail IB Dixie. 
Congreuional Bocord Full of tTnipokeu 
Speech**—A Story of Prciideat Dole. 


WASHINGTON. Feb. 11.—[Special.]—A 


high official of the administration tells me 
bo is not surprised that Germany took an- 
tagonistic action against our fruits. 
For 


a long time the feeling against America 
has been growing in Germany. The won- 
der is that the commercial war has not 
been more acute and that ft has not spread 
to a greater number of articles. This offi- 
cial tells me that when £he agricultural 
department sent a man to Europe last 
summer to make some investigations con- 
cerning the market (hero for American 
horses, the agent was able to get all the 
information he wanted in every country 
except Germany. In Borliu he found his 
way blocked. The dealers would not talk 
civilly to him. As soon as they discovered 
that he was an American they cloied their 
mouths and refused to give him any satis- 
faction. ID order to make progress the 
agent was compelled to hire a German who 
had lived all his life in Berlin, and when 
this man went out to gather information 
ho found it advisable to conceal the fact 
that he wna working for tho American 
government. The hatred of America is 
not confined to any particular class. It is 
widespread and shows itself in the most 
unexpected places. 


Many American manufacturers have 


found that ib does not pay to trust too 
much to the representations and promises 
made by German commission houses. The 
wily Germans have a fashion of sending to 
this country and getting the agency for in- 
troduction of American made machinery 
and appliances. They bold out the induce- 
ment that they are in position to work up 
an extensive trade and ask to have sample 
machines and articles sent them with 
which to take orders among their custom- 
ers. The Americans send on the machines, 
and the first thing they know their wares 
are being'imitated by German makers and 
sold in Germany as the original articles 
imported from the United States. This 
practice has been carried to such an ex- 
tent that a number of our consuls in Ger- 
many have found It .advisable to warn 
business men against it. 


Southern Cotton Mill*. 


One explanation of the prosperity of 


southern cotton mills at a time when the 
mills of New England are shutting down 
or reducing wages in order to keep in 
operation is found in the conditions which 
prevail in Dixie. I met a gentleman from 
Birmingham, Ala., the other day, and ba 
told me that in his town there was a big 
cotton mill which has the fields of cotton 
on one side of the factory and on the other 
enormous coal mines. The coal wai so 
near the factory that the dust coming from 
the shaft could be seen by the operatives 
in the mill. Fuel for running that big 
factory was actually delivered into the en- 
gine room by means of a shoot at a total 
cost of 48 cents a ton. 


"There is one thing I want to say for 


the people of the south," remarked this 
gentleman. "We are tired of talking pol- 
itics and are devoting our attention strict- 
ly to business. We are trying to build up 
our industries and develop our resources, 
and the old time habit-of sitting around 
talking politics and wondering why the 
people of the north are more prosperous 
than we are is giving way to the new or- 
der of things. 
Of course the tendency of 


which I speak is more noticeable in the 
cities and large towns than in the villages 
and country districts, but everywhere 
throughout the south we are feeling th* 
stimulus of a more practical and earnest 
and a less theoretical and argumentative 
era. The south, in my opinion, is entering 
upon a period of prosperity spch as it ha* 
not enjoyed' since the war." 


A Much Ahtued Privilege. 


Tho abuse to which the "leaveto print" 


privilege ig sometimes subjected was strik- 
ingly shown in the case of the debate on 
the Teller resolution in the house. Under 
the rule adopted for the debate members 
who obtained the floor as well as those 
who did not were given an opportunity to 
print their remarks in The Record for two 
or three days. A great number of ipeeobes 
of which not one word was uttered on the 
floor thus found their way into The Con- 
gressional B«cord, and the constituents of 
the orators will in due time receive thou- 
sands upon thousands of copies of these 
orations born to be unheard, bat sot un- 
seen. 


There is no serious objection to this 


practice, if it be confined* within reason- 
able limits, but it is certainly going too 
far when a gentleman inserts in The Eec- 
ord a long report of an undelivered speech 
and intersperses in it a few score such 
bracketed lines as "applause," "applause 
on the Democratic side," "great ap- 
plause," "laughter" and "great laugh- 
ter." This was actually done by one am- 
bitious member, and when he floods his 
district with copies of his speech the peo- 
ple there will discover, perhaps to their 
amazement, that their representative is 
one of the most famous orators of congress. 


Courteous President Dole. 


President Dole of Hawaii was a passen- 


ger on a train from Philadelphia one day 
last week. The ticket which the represent- 
ative of the government who accompanied 
him had purchased entitled the president 
and bis suit to seats in the drawing room 
of the parlor car. But a stranger also had 
a ticket for the same compartment and 
Boino dispute arose as to possession. While 
Captain Hiestand of the army was out 
talking the matter over with the conduct- 
or, President Dole learned that the gen- 
tleman who claimed the drawing room 
had with a child who was ill, and that it 
was on this account be wished to have a 
private compartments. Without another 
word Mr. Dole withdrew his claim and 
surrendered. Although It was subsequent- 
ly established tha^j the drawing room right- 
fully belonged to him, he refused to occu- 
py it and took a seat in the public part of 
tho car during the remainder of the jour- 
ney.

THE SEASON OF 


BICYCLE RACING'S 


The promoters of cycling: race meets 


about the large cities of the east have 
not had the remunerative season during 
1S97 they anticipated a year ago. Cy- 
cling on the lines of a year back proved 
to have but little attraction, and it is 
well known that but two or three club 
meets near New York paid expenses, 
while some clubs lost heavily. Amateur 
cycling has, to a certain extent, lost 
its grip upon the public, for all the 
cracks have been drafted into the pro- 
fessional class, and there Is no longer 
the name of Zimmerman to conjure 
with. It seems almost assured that the 
day is past when a crowd can be drawn 
to see plain cycling, but nevertheless 
the present winter will probably be 
the greatest In cycling in this country, 
for there have never been the attrac- 
tions presented that will be forthcom- 
ing within the next three months. The 
era of paced match races opened with 
the great match at Madison Square 
Garden on Thanksgiving night between 
Starbuck and Michael, and the immense 
cjrowd that filled every part of the 
building demonstrated that the key- 
note had been struck, and the Cycling 
Racing association has every prospect 
of making a mint of money this win- 
ter. 
This association has in hand a 


number of important events, in addi- 
tion to the recent six days' race in New 
Tork, and has the best European talent 
in its employ or under contract to race 
for no other persons for a period of 
three months, with the privilege of a 
renewal for another three months if 
the management can provide races. 


To secure these riders A. G. Batchel- 


der, the L. A. W. handicapper for New 
Tork'state, went to England and France 
in November and succeeded in signing 
every first class racing cycler, with but 
two exceptions, and they are men who 
have been racing all the year and need- 
ed a rest, so it was left till next year 
to secure these fliers to race against 
the men who had in the meanwhile 
proved themselves the drawing cards. 
The best distance as well as sprinting 
cyclers are now under engagement and 
in this country to race as directed by 
the association. 


The star of the visitors at present is 


the French boy, Edouard Taylore, who 
is but 17 years of age and yet is the 
middle distance wonder of the past sea- 
son in France. Taylore began public 
riding when 15 years,of age and be- 
came famous when on Aug. 27, 1896, he 
won the Paris-Coburg road race of 225 
kilorrTeters, riding the distance in nine 
hours. A year ago he decided to take 
to cycling professionally and last win- 
ter participated in many of the indoor 
track meetings in Paris. Among the 
men he defeated are Huret, Eourotte, 
Armstrong. Cissac, \rauge, Coloub, Lar- 
tigue and others. These races were at 
short distances, and it was not until 
this«spring that Taylore took to what is 
called middle distance racing, about 25 
miles, and including the hour record. 
His first surprise was when he won the 
Grand Prix de Paris at 50 kilometers, 
defeating the famed Tom Linton, and 
Champion Linton did not take kindly 
to his defeat, and a match was arrang- 
ed, which Taylore also won. In a. big 
meet at Amsterdam he won the first 
from a lot of good men, including 
Bouhers, Luyten and Villeboyn, but

The Jallu brothers of Paris, who be- 


came well known in America during the 
season of 1896, expect to visit again the 
scenes of their former pacemaking ex- 
ploits. Throughout the season of 1897 
in Paris, together with a mate on a 
triplet machine, they have been ac- 
cepted as the most capable pacing team 
of the many in demand for the numer- 
ous big paced events. 


The Jallus now have a new kind of 


machine on which to grind out fast 
pace. It is the electric tandem. With 
this new kind of tandem they are able 
to produce the fastest pace yet known 
to cycle racing. They say that they 
can run it at 50 miles an hour, which is 
perhaps a. little faster than the fastest 
racing man or record breaker would be 
able to follow. At any rate, the Jallua 
have been riding miles in 1m. 23s. t and 
1m. 24s. without much trouble, fast 


enough for ordinary wants in the line 
of pacemaklng. 


An electric triplet has been in use in 


Paris during the summer season, and it 
has given several exhibitions of star- 
tling speed, but it is now claimed that 
the tandem is much faster than the

tame and when handled show no symp- 
toms of unpa^iness. 


It takes from 20 to 30 minutes to get 


a fight on; for, in addition to weighing 
and registering, the owners of the birds 
are anxious to match with birds of 
similar weight and merit. After the 
matching the bets are mads, which run 
from $2.50 to $5, the amount varying 
according to the wealth of the owners, 
which at the most is small. The jabber- 
ing and gesticulations of the interested 
parties during this time are a study. 
There was one American who figured 
largely with his fowls. I leained, on 
inquiry, that he was a iiequenter of the 
pit. 


On leaving the court we enter the 


arena, which seats "about 2,000 persons.

Central Labor Union Acts. Manufact-

The design of imprison- 
ment is to corrret and reform, as well as 
to punish for offenses against the law, 
and the feeling is that to keep prisoners 
utterly idle daring their terms of con- 
finement would result in sending them 
back into society even worse than when 
they were imprisoned.

NOT RESPONSIBLE FOR ESCAPES 


Mitigating Circumstances in Assault. 


He Will Do Patrolman Duty Now. 


New Orders for Prisoners 


at the Police Station. 


Reprimanded. 


J. H. Krum was reinstated to a position 


on the police force Thursday night by 
Mayor Cady. The decision of the mayor 
was made aiter considerable discussion, 
and represents the results of a careful 
hearing and a thought for justice. Mr- 
Krum is exonerated of the charges of al- 
lowing prisoners to escape, and is found 
guilty of assault on J. R. Savage. The 
latter, however, was with mitigating cir- 
cumstances. 
Mayor Cady reprimanded 


Mr. Krum and reinstated him. 


It was thought best to place Officer 


Krum on patrol duty, and to put another 
man in the position of lockup keeper. Mr. 
Krum will bsgin work on the force again 
Alouday. It is considered -probable that 
Officer Whipple or Jones will be ap- 
pointed to the lockup. 


The decision is regarded as a- com- 


promise. The long service of Mr. Krum 
and his excellent character were favor- 
able 10 his retention, tut his assignment 
to street duty is acknowledgement that 
his work at the station was not entirely 
satisfactory. Of the charges of allowing 
prisoners to escape, he Is absolutely freed. 
The rank of Mr. Krum is not changed, as 
he has received the title and pay of 
patrolman while at the station. 


The most important result of the affair 


is the changes in the police station man- 
agement. Chief Kendall posted orders 
Thursday night that require all prisoners 
to be kept locked in cells instead of being 
allowed the freedom of the corridor. The 
orders also call attention to the necessity 
of enforcing the existing rales in regard 
to the treatment of prisoners without 
roughness, and forbids the use of knives 
or forks in serving meals to them.
